SILVER REPUBLICANS. 


Their Recent Convention Well Attended 


and Entaoiuwtie. 


The proceedings of the silver coinage 


Republican convention at Chicago prove 
to nave b«en more important and sig- 
nificant than the scanty attention given 
to them by onr eastern newspapers 
•would indicate. No less than 33 states 
cf the 45 were represented at the con- 
vention, and considerable enfcbuiiaim 
teas manifested. In spite of the compla- 
cent asiuranoe of one of onr goldbng 
fonterapcraries the state of New York 
was represented at the gathering. The 
following states answered to the roll 
call: 


Arkansas, California, Colorado, 
Cennectitrat, Delaware, Idaho, Illinois. In- 
diana, Iowa, Kansas, Kentuciy, Louisiana, 
Massachusetts. Michigan, Minnesota, Mis- 
souri, Montana. Nebraska, New Jersey, New 
York, North Dakota, Ohio, Oklahoma, Oregon, 
Pennsylvania, South Dakota, Utah. Washing- 
Urn, Wisconsin, Wyoming, West Virginia. 


The address adopted by the convention 


declares chat — 
.The Silver Republican partj of the United 
States favors the immediate establishment of 
naastaZliam by the independent action of the 
United States, threijgh the free coinags of 
both silver and gold at the ratio of 16 to 3, and 
the clothing of both metals eqoallywith every 
attribute of foil money, with the right to 
every debtor to choose which coin shall be the 
basi* of payment- 


It is very certain that if President 


McKinley jields to the Gage programme 
and asks congress to pass an act retiring 
tbe greenbacks and giving the profits of 
issuing all onr paper money to tbe na- 
tional banks he will arouse snob a 
schism ill his party as will insure its 
overthrow. By inviting Mr. Gage into 
his cabinet, under advice of his political 
mentor, Hanna, .McKinley placed him- 
self ia the hands of the bank; capital- 
ists. An immediate revolt in bis own 
party was only avoided by his appoint-

The Chinese form is a decided 
impriAviui'ni on tne typr.s used iu west- 
er.1! roaiitrirti, for it i.« so oonstrneted 
that the load, which sometimes is very 
great ic bulk and weight, is carried 
over the wheel, ami net between it and 
thr uian who propels it. Tho high cost 
cf tiaj!x-r and the bad reads through- 
out the country necessitate the wheel- 
barrows being hoth rude and strong, 
with axles mici wheels ablo to bear the 
strain* which they ciperieiK«. 
The 


v,-aee5 barrow is generally constructed 
of oak, at a cost of about 16 shillings. 
Its weight is 130 pounds; extreme 
length,0 feet 6 inches (including shafts); 
extreme breadth, 3 feet 2 inches, and 
height, 3 feet 6 inches. The wheel is S 
feet in diameter and has an iron tire 
1 .?-4" inches wide by a quarter inch thick. 


To aid in steadying and propelling 


the vehicle the wheelbarrow wan wears 
a strap across his shoulders, which is 
attached to the shafts ou each side. 
Boxes, bales of goods, or whatever the 
loads may consist of, are secured to tho 
wheelbarrow by ropes. The charge for 
carrying au average load is about 3s. 
5d. per mile, but varies according to 
the load usd the state of the road to lie 
traveled over. 
Tbe wheelbarrow has 


scaling accommodation for four people. 
two en each side, and the fare for four 
people is S^'d. per mile. 


Passenger fares arc lower than those 


for merchandise ou account cf the avoid- 
ance of labor in loading and unloading. 
A cushioned seat is provided for tho 
passenger, who generally sits with one 
leg resting on the front of the barrow 
and the other hanging over the side in 
a rope loop, which serves as a foot rest. 
Thus a native is wheeled for miles over 
the rough roads of tbe country, with 
severe jolting, accompanied by a pecul- 
iar squeak of the axle in the case of most 
barrows. Immediately behind the wheel - 
barrow, between the shafts, there is a 
long, oblong shaped basket, in which 
the wheelbarrow man keeps his few be- 
longings. On the Great plain wheelbar- 
rows are occasionally seen with a sail 
set, when a fair wiud proves a great help 
to the trundling of the barrow over a 
level way. 


Siuce the institution of cotton mills 


at Shanghai (foreign settlements) the 
•wheelbarrow has been extensively used 
aa a j-asseager vehicle, especially for car- 
rying workwomen to and from the 
mills. One man can wheel six women 
for r, distance of abont three miles, 
morning and evening, the charge being 
Is. 56. per month. The average earn- 
ings t)J a wheelbarrow man are about 
8}-id per day. About 4,000 licenses are § 
issued monthly to the same number of j 
wheelbarrows plying for hire in tho 
streets of the foreign settlements at 
Shanghai, where, being under the mu- 
nicipal regulations, they are perhaps 
the best in China. The fee for a license 
is m^d. a monrii, ;nid no wheelbarrow 
is allowed, according tothi>rpg-n]:\tint>p, 
to curry more tban GU chests of tea or 
8};; hoses of kerosene oil or 20}.< base* 
of si.nc (80 pounds each) or 10 boxes of 
soap <52 pounds each) or 2 bales 01 
American piece goods. The width of 
the packages must not exceed four feel 
—that is, two feet on each side of the 
barrow—and no wheelbarrow is allowed 
under any circumstances to carry more 
tban fiOO pounds of dead weight. 


These regulations are, however, riot 


strictly adhered to. Sometimes in the 
streets of the foreign settlements at 
Shanghai about 50 wheelbarrows may 
be seen traveling one behind the other, 
each carrying two barrels of English 
Portland cement and pushed by ono 
man. Very frequently, however, a load 
is carried on one side of the barrow on- 
ly, so that the edge of the 1 ^ inch tire 
cots into tbe macadam roadway liko a 
knife. 
The bales sometimes 
project 


three feet on each aide, the man push 
iug the barrow being almost invisible 
from the front. The municipal roads 
are chiefly of macadam, and the dam- 
age they sustain from this traffic ia 
very great. It has bceu found, after re- 
peated experiments, that granite broken 
to pass through a three-quarter inch 
ring aud rolled in the usual manner is 
the only "hiuu of macadam roadway 
that will stand this severe traffic. It is 
exirnordirary to ?(•?. a Chinaman skill- 
fully balancing ;ind propelling a heuvv 
load on one side of n barrow, uud,-con-

as the "back draft- " This is a sndueu 
tearing of the flames, usually caused 
by the burning away of aoiue portion of 
the building that gives the firr jyai-weil 
draft and changes its course completely. 


The nrc-weu arrive aud find the whole 


•ecouil or third floor of a building in 
flames. Axe* in band, they smash open 
the doors, and with the hose uash up 
the stairway. This ia all afire, aud the 
flames are rolling above like a red pall. 
With the engine at work and good pres- 
sure on the line, the battle between the 
two elements, fire and water, begin* 
Inch by inch the men fight their way 
np the stairway, now to retreat as tho 
fir* gains upon them and now to ad- 
vaucu as it rolls away for a moment. 
The encouraging words of the com- 
manding officer are heard behind them 
urging them on: "Now, fift in, boys! 
That's it—get in—get in! Make tho 
next landing! Hit it np, boys!" and 
all the other wordl of encouragement 
that he usually gives. 


They finally reach the landing. They 


are on the floor with the fire. It rolls 
away from them. They drive it farther 
back. Encouraged by their seeming vic- 
tory, they drag up more of the heavy 
hose to make a final dash at it, when 
suddenly something falls in at the rear 
of the fire that gives it renewed draft. 
It rolls toward them, nn impenetrable 
•wail of fire—the deadly back draft! 
Their only chance of escape is to throw 
themselves upon their faces, iu hope 
that it may roll over them, or to burl 
themselves down tbe stairs np which 
they have FO gallantly fought their way. 
Better a broken leg or arm than death 
by roasting, and tbe water of 50 en- 
gines could never stay the progress of 
that awful wave of flame. 


Many a brave fellow has lost bis life 


in this manner, and very often all the 
members of a company return with 
their eyebrows, hair and beard singed 
off, 
bearing evidence that they have 


been "ketohed," as they express it, by 
a less terrible form of this deadly draft.

One of » Kind. 


Undoubtedly tho most extraordinary 


township in England is that of Skiddaw", 
in Cumberland. It contains but one 
house, the occupier of which is unable 
to exercise the- Briton's privilege of vot 
iug because there is no overseer to pre- 
pare a voters' list aud no church or oth- 
er place of worship or assembly on 
whicli to publish one. 


The most remote village in England 


is that nf Farley-cnm-Pitfon. This tru- 
ly rural spot is 30fj' miles from the 
nearest railway station. As a contrast; 
to this may bo mentioned the hamlet of 
Ystrad, about JO mill's i'rom Cardiff. 
-This tiny settlement pr^sesses two im- 
portant main reads, two railways and 
two large rivers.

claimed by Triiiiley. u small village in 
Suffolk. 
Iu the-one churchyard of the 


parish two einm lies an- to be seen. Serv- 
ice is conducted three times a week in 
each of these churches at tho same hour. 


The deepest well in Euglaud is found 


at Hamilton, in Hampshire. It stretch- 
es ;!50 feet balow the surface of the 
earth. Abont half wsiy down this well 
shaft is a subway. Three niilc-s ic length, 
which lends to tue star-oast. 


Ou tho top of the parish church tow- 


er in Bickuoller, Somersetshire, is u 
yew tree, now fivo feet high and still 
growing iu a hardy fashion. It. ia gen- 
erally believed that the tree riwcs its 
origin to a sci-cl dropped by a bird. 


Perhaps the most splendidly deco- 


rated church in tho kingdom is that of 
Whitley Court, Worcestershire. It is en- 
tirely constructed of white marble, the 
pews are chastely carved, and the pul- 
pit is of genuine Carrara marble, richly 
paneled with precious stones. 


On the village green at Meriden, to 


Warwickshire, there is a large etoftE 
cross which is (supposed to mark the 
central point of England.—Pearson's 
Magazine.

One of J W Ktmper'i Driller* Bptka*

Tbe once famous Karg well tbat 


ruareci on the bank of the Blanch ard 
river at Findlay during the palmiest 
days of that village, was almost 
eclipsed by a heavy gasser that was 
drilled in CD west High street, near 
the Lima Club, about 11 li o'clock 
tbis morning. 


Tbe big gasser was drilled in by 


one of contractor J. W. Kemper's em< 
ployes, and what is more startling 
about tbe find is tbe fact that it was 
struck at a depth of only twenty 
inches m tbe—macadam. An Instant 
after tbe drill penetrated tbe gas 
pocket stones and earth were forced 
into 
the 
air 
by 
the 


escaping inflammable vapor, and tbe 
roar was similar to tbat once heard 
in and about Findlay, and soon at- 
tracted a crowd of cltUens from the 
territory, including several surround- 
ing blocks 


HOW THE OAS WAS 1-OUXD. 


Contractor Kemper is 
engaged 


with a gang of his employes in re- 
moving the old frame building tbat 
once adjoined tbe Wheeler block, on 
west Market 
street, to Clifton. 


About 11 o'clock they reached the 
intersection of High and Eli7»beth 
streets, and, In order to start the 
building 
westward 
on 
High 


street, a workman was instructed 
t) 
anchor 
the 
windlass 
near 


uhe gutter on tbe north side of High 
street. The workman drove two Iron 
stakes to the deptb of about two 
feet into the street macadam and 
started with the third. When the 
sharp end of tbe spike reached a 
deptb cf about 20 inches the man 
suddenly stopped work.

Tbe line is one through which 
fuel gas is furnished for the electric 
light plant, and through which the 
gas is forced at a pressure of 40 Ibs.

And with the 
unpr bar acd knife kept in K?ood condi- 
tion for effective work the draft was 
less than the narrow cut machine, with 
this most important part neglected and 
indifferently cared for. Iu heavy grass 
it often becomes necessary for the swath 
to be moved, and the bay tedder per- 
foraia the work in a far more s«ti«f»c- 
tory manner thaa it can be done by 
^:iud, and after a rain, when the upper 
part of the swath bleaches, while that 
part next the ground bold* the water, 
the bay tedder becomes almost indis- 
pensable. 


With a swath hay loader, the width of 


the loader and the size of the cot of the 
mower should correspond, for one of 
the- chief causes of diisatisfaction with 
tb« swath hay loader has arisen from 
trying to part a swath o* hay in the cen- 
ter. With a movrer cutting six or seven 
feet, the eight foot loader can be nsed 
aneoesafnlly, care being taken in driv- 
ing that the inside wheel or slide of 
the loader shall follow the open space 
between the swaths, thereby avoiding 
the parting of the bay in the swath. 


A recent addition to haying tools is 


the eide delivery hay rake, which, 
while raking the hay, leaves a continu- 
ous windrow that can be followed at 
once by the loader. In loading, an ex- 
tra team should be provided, and when 
this is done the bay loaded can be 
handled with ease to the horses, and, 
with an active man on the rear of the 
wagon who is not afraid of work and 
who understands bis business a load can 
be elevated and built on the wagon in 
a few minutes. A side delivery hay 
loader is strong the recent additions to 
baying implements. With the side de- 
livery bay loader the team is attached 
directly to the loader, and it is driven 
alongside of the wagon to be loaded, 
the bay being delivered in about the 
center of the wagon instead of on the 
rear. 


The great improvements made in re- 


cent years in bo.tb hay carriers and 
tracks give so much added strength to 
these appliances that slings can now be 
used for unloading, and even four slings 
to a load are giving way to three, and 
even two, which makes unloading a 
work of brief duration. The pulling 
back of the carrier promises soon to be 
a thing of the past, for the carrier re- 
turner, with the dropping of the- load, 
does its work promptly and enVct:v<?ly, 
and before the driver cau bring back 
lus horse or team the carrier has been 
returned and the fork, or hook, for the j 
sling has been placed \vithiu raach or , 
the person unloading, without any ef- • 
fort on his part whatever. For stacking 
hay the wire cable, mounted with a 
carrier and supported at a height of 35 
or 30 feet by poles or square timbers, 
jay 4 by 4 if of piue, and spliced togeth- 
er for the necessary length, 30 to 36 
feet, standing like an inverted letter A, 
proves in its adaptation for the -work 
t&qtrired the nearest for the hay barn 
equipment of anything yet devised. Hay 
can be stacked in such a manner that 
there will be practically no waste what- 
ever when a cable derrick is asecl, and 
the writer can point to hundreds of tons 
of bay that he has stacked in this man- 
ner which kept as well and showed as 
little less as if in tho best barn ever 
built.

Building a Silo. 


A new method of lining up the walls 


of a silo is suggested which promises 
to be an improvement over the common 
way of matched boards and sheathing 
paper. This consists of using only orcli- 


j uary cheap boards for the purpose, leav- 


ing an inch space in place of the paper 
between tho two liniugs, and filling it 
with portland cement. This cement fill- 
ing hardens to the firmness of stone and 
is in no respect affected by the presence 
or absence of moisture. This prevents, 
it is clareaed, the shrinking and swell- 
ing of th« lining, which tears the paper 
and opens air spaces through the sheath 
ing. At tho same time it is less expen 
sivi- than the extra cost of the better 
lumber required' in tho cases of the 
matched boards. Some silos have been 
constructed after this manner, says

tilizers proBtubly Tiiu iariiii-r should 
know, first, that uitrcgvu, phosphoric 
acid aud potash are the essential ma- 
uurial ccEstirueuts; .second, tliat th« 
agricultural value of these constituents 
depends largely npou tb^ir chemical 
form; third, that these forms are con- 
tained iti specific products of a well de- 
fined character aud composition, and 
may be purchased as such from dealers 
and manufacturers, aud may be mixed 
successfully on the farm. 


The agricultural value of a fertilizer 


hears no strict relation to the enmroei- 
cial value. The one is determined by 
mil, crop and climatic conditions, the 
other by market conditions. 


The variations ill the companion and 


•value of manufactured fertilizers -which 
contain the three essential constituents 
are due to variations in tbe character 
and in the proportion of the materials 
used. 


The ton basis alone is not a safe guide 


in tbe purchase of these commercial 
fertilizers. Low ton prices mean either 
low content of good forms of plant food 
or the use of poorer forms. Fertilizers, 
high grade both in quality and quantity 
of plant food, cannot be purchased at a 
low price per ton. 


Thehest fertilizers cannot exert their 


foil effect on soils that are too dry or 
too -wet, too compact or too porous. 
They can furnish but one of the condi- 
tions—fertility. 


The kind and amount of fertilizer to 


nse should bo determined by tbe value 
of tbe crop grown and its power cf ac- 
quiring food. 


A definite system or plan should be 


adopted in the use of commercial fertil- 
izers. "Hit or miss" methods art ex- 
pensive. 


The Single Shovel Plow. 


A contributor to The National Stock- 


man say §: . 


I have helped to plow hundreds of 


acres of potatoes with an old fashioned 
single shovel plow, and there is no 
modern farm implement that does as 
satisfactory work in clayey loams or 
clays that have been packed by beating 
rains after being planted. This old im- 
plement has been practically discarded 
by growers here for many years, bnt 
some have returned to its use this sea- 
son, and the alow work with it will 
pay, if any work in growing potatoes 
pays this year. When the plants showed 
above ground, the practice forWrly 
was to run close to tbe row with a long 
and very narrow shove], the plow stock 
being held at such an angle that the 
point of the shovel actually went under 
the hills. 


The soil in the rows is colid in many 


fields this year, packed by incessant 
rain, and no modern cultivator can he 
so set that the earth in the rows may 
be loosened so well as it is done with 
ihe single shovel, talcing coo side cf the 
row at a time. If the shovels of a two 
horse cultivator were set at the nngle 
we used to hold the- single shovel, they 
would lift tbe plants cut. Two acres a 
dyy wag called a day's work, and this 
seems slow, but the plant started life 
above ground with loose soil in the hill, 
no matter how packed rains had made 
it after planting, and loose soil in tbe 
hill is a necessity in successful potato 
growing. 


The Valne of Cow Man*ire. 


Cow manure dees net heat quickly. 


It is therefore not in i'avor for forcing 
beds or for crops where earjy results are 
important. For ibis reason it ought al- 
ways TO Le partly composted, so as to 
reduce its bulk before it is used. It is 
excellent 10 mix with manure froxa the 
horse stable, because the latter, bring 
drier, is much more likely to become 
"fire fmiged" from the entire destruc- 
tion of its vigetaLli! liber. Yet in actual 
value the slower cow immure is more 
nearly equal to horse manure than ia 
generally supposed. 


From fmteiiiiig cattle, fed as horses 


are on hay and oats the excrement is 
quite as rich as that from horses, and 
it does not differ from tho latter so 
Xuuch 3s is ccmnicsly ssppcncd. C«rcf«] 
experiments have shown that on it full 
ration fed to young growing cattle only 
6 per cent of the nutrition of food ',veni 
to make growth. With milk cows giv- 
ing milk this proportion was increased 
to 99 per cent. Considering the amount 
of nuiriuOu \\incli u cow iii full tiii\v of 
milk manufactures from its food every 
day this result is remarkable. In fat- 
tening animals the food eaten furnisher 
iii flesh or fat far less uutrilicn thau 
this. —Auiui'u-iin (Juliivutoi.

The reports of the railroad commis- 


sioner for Rhode Island fnrnish mauy 
details of accidents and contain much 
•valuable information. 
He repeatedly 


complains of the difficulty of getting 
correct returns from the companies as tu 
grade aud farm crossings aud as to the 
number of accidents occurring. In the 
report for 18113 he says: -'It would seem 
that section 8 of chapter 758 of the pub- 
lic laws of this state, which makes it the. 
duty of the peueral superintendent or 
manager of each railroad in the state tii 
inform the railroad commission m writ- 
ing of any accident on said railroad re- 
sulting in tlie loss of life or injury to 
any person or persons immediately after 
its occurrence, and which imposes ;i peu- 
alty of $100 fine for every day that any 
corporation shall refuse or neglect to 
give the information, was sufficiently ex- 
plicit, bnt it has uoi appeared to be uu- 
der'tood by some of the officials. Under 
recent consolidations and change=of de- 
partments it has been very difficult to 
obtain eaily or detailed accounts of ac- 
cidents. I am in hope, however, that 
there will soon be- au improvement m 
these particulars, and unless there is 3. 
shall feel it my dnty to call the atten- 
tion of the general assembly to the mat- 
ter and ask for more stringent legisla- 
tion." In the report for JS92 he iu»i 
laade somewhat similar complaint, stat- 
ing that the returns furnished by the 
companies for the year ending June SO, 
18SI2, though sworn to, varied material- 
ly from the detailed reports of accidents 
made to him by the ofb'eerK of the road 
at the tirnu the accidents respectively 
occurred. A^um. n; the report for 181(5. 
he says-: "The following detailed state 
rnent gives all the accidents that h.tvt; 
been reported by the officials of rhe. sev- 
eral steam roads as having occurred 111 
this state during the year J»95, though 
the reports receued by me from the 
Ebode Island hospital and the \Voou- 
socket hospital show thut 35 persons 
have been treated there for injuries re 
ceived on account of the railroads of 
this state ot which uo repoit has been 
made to me by the sev«al railroad offi- 
cials." 


It would be pleasant to pive thenarm- 


of this coniageoiis commissioner. 
Un- 


luckily ouly such portions of the reports 
as relate to accidents are ill the posses- 
sion of tiic society, and the name does 
not uppeni tl.eiv. 


Some of the details of the accidents 


as pivi n in thf Rhode Island reports are 
curious. Of the death of a head brakt-- 
man, thrown to the ground by th* 
breaking of a draw spindle as he step- 
ped from tender to box car, SO cars pass- 
ing over his body, the coruiuissionej- 
says that after full investigation he de- 
cided that ir was an uccidwf incidental 
to the business, which could neither be 
foreseen nor prevented. In quite a num- 
ber of cases where persous net employ- 
ees were hurt iu crossing or in walking 
upon the tracks it is stated that intox- 
ication was largely the cause. This, 
however, is rarely mentioned in the, re- 
ports of accidents to emplojiees. It is 
not mentioned in the following one, 
which is certainly illustrative of a -veay 
low order of intelligence: "Oct. 3, 
16:15, James Doherty of Providence. 
brakcniiui on freight, train at Oakland 
station, was sent out to flag train 2it.

Next to Germany, France is most 


given to the dueling hai<it. .She.has ev- 


•y ye.ir uncounted nmtiugs, "merely 


to satisfy honor"—that is, merely to 
give two men the opportunity to wipe 
out insults by crossing swords or firirg 
pistols in such a way as to preclude the 
slightest chauce of injury. 
In the duel 


statistics these meetings are not reckon- 
ed, as they are far l«-ss perilous than 
ven the German student duels. Of the 


Serious duels, France can boast, fully 
1,000 from New Year's to New Year's. 
The majority of these are among army 
officers. 
More than half of these result 


in wounds, nearly 20 per cent in seri- 
ous wounds. 


Italy has had 2,7.10 duels in the last 


ten years and has lost 50 citizens by 
death on the field of honor. Some 3,400 
of these meetings were consummated 
with sabers, 179 with pistols, 90 with 
rapiers and 1 with revolvers. In 974 
cases the insult was given iu newspaper 
articles or in public letters regarding 
literary quarrels. More than 700 princi- 
pals were insulted by word of mouth. 
Political discussions led to 559, reli- 
pious discussions to an. Women were, 
the cause of 189. CJuarrels at the gam- 
bling table were responsible for 189. 


A summary shows that, as regards 


numbers, tlie sequence of dueling conn- 
tries is: Germany, France, Italy, Aus- 
tria, Russia. As regards dead liners of 
duels Italy comes first. Then come Ger- 
many, France, Rns=ia and Austria in 
the order named. For the most serious 
duels the pistol is the favorite, weapon 
in all five countries.—New York Sun. 


OBJECTS OF WORSHIP. 


It t* In That Way That Savage* 


Kecard Meteorites. 


Savages, whenever they come across 


meteorites of large size, are apt to re- 
gard them as objects of worship. Such, 
however, was not the dignified fate of 
a very remarkable specimen that is now 
in the National mnseum. This strange 
aerolite is four feet in diameter, weigh 
ing 1,400 pounds approximately, aud 
has the shape of a ring. It was found 
in the Santa Catarina mountains, anil 
for a long time was used as an anvil by 
.Mexicaus at Tnesoii. In this employ- 
ment it was discovered by Dr. Irwin of 
the United States army, who bought it 
for a small sum and gave it to the 
Smithsonian institution. Doubtless the 
substance of tins meteorite originally 
was largely stony, bat the stoay parts 
became disintegrated and disappeared 
after it fell, leaving the ring of iron. 
Of 400 meteors that have been seen ac- 
tually to fall, only about a dozen were 
metallic, the re«t being mainly of stony 
material, though containing more or 
less iron. 


On the other hand, nearly all of the 


meteorites picked up in a casual way 
are masses of metal. It is probably the 
rase that a great majority of such bod- 
ies arc stony, bnt meteorite1? of that de- 
scription do not attract notice when ]y- 
iiig on the ground. All of there tacts 
are extremely intonating in view of the 
belief now eutertaincpil by science that 
the composition of meteorites throws 
light upon the make up of the terrestrial 
globe. 
In fact, according to this the- 


ory, the make up of the earth is much 
like that of the average meteorite. Ob- 
viously the inome'nt this assumption is 
made the. study of the structure of me- 
teorites conies to have extraordinary im- 
portance, for Hutu's knowledge of the 
planet on which he lives is restricted 
almost entirely to the surface of it. The 
bowels of the earth remain almost un- 
known.—Washington Post.

evening that nay be the cause of his 
death. He started south hut even- i 
lag at 11:20 o'clock at rear brakeman 
on No. 93, the fast merchandise 
freight. As the train patted tbe 
depot both the front and rear brake- 
men were seen standing on top of tbe 
train. 


The neiu time that Fiumaurice 


was seen waa b? a switching crew, 
about H.40 p. IB., which was on 1U 
way to the south yards. The engineer 
noticed a man lying near the west 
aids cf the track and about twenty 
feet south of the sou;h cross walk on 
Market street 
The Mglne was 


stopped, and when tbe crew went to 
Up man they were horrified to see 
FiUmaurice lying there bloody and 
apparently dead. 


Special ageat Wiles and tbe com- 


pany's 
physicians 
were 
called 


and quickly responded. The 
In- 


jured man's face and bis clothes 
were covered 
with 
blood. 
He 
•as 
carried 
to 
the baggage 


room and eared for until Groe- 
jean's ambulance 
arrived 
and 


conveyed 
him 
to the home of 


his 
parents, 
at 
747 
north 


Main- street, where the physicians 
examined his body. About two 
inches above the left eye there was 
an ugly gash and the skull beneath 
this was found fractured. His head 
was badly bruised and both his eyes 
were swollen shut. The cartilage on 
the end of the radius bone on tbe 
right 
arm 
was 
found 
broken 


off, 
and 
his 
left 
side 


was badly bruited. His right arm 
seemed to be paralyzed. He waa on- 
conscious, and remained so until this 
morning about S o'clock, when he re- 
vived for a short time. The injured 
man seemed to suffer intensely, and 
he was unable to tell the physicians 
the extent of his Injuries. How- 
ever, his injuries are serious, and the 
physicians stated this noon that tbe 
chances for recovery were against 
him. 


Immediately upin arriving at the 


scene of the accident detective Wiles 
began to investigate the cause of 
the accident. He found an electric 
wire on Market street near the rail- 
road had become loosened from the 
pole just vreat of the railroad and 
had been thrown up Into the air and 
wrapped around the trolley wire. 
When tse wire had been loos- 
ened from the trolley it dropped 
down so far that it would catch 
the top of the dome of an oil 
tank. After the accident to Fll/- 
maurics as L. S. & 'VF ?-c!gi,t was 
digged and held until the wire was 
raited. This morning the wire 
was raised to Its proper place an! 
fastened. 


When Fitzmaurlce revived 
this 


morning he was asked what had 
struck him, and he replied that It 
was a bridge. 


Conductor Wise wired a report to 


Supt. Fleeter this morning, stating 
that the head bratemas, Frost, was 
struck by a wire hanging down over 
Market street and was knocked down 
and remained insensible on top cf 
the car until the train had passed 
the C. & E. crossing, frost's face 
was burned, as was also his left side 
and arm. 
It was fortunate that Fltzmaurice's 


body, when it fell, struck on a 
pile of gravel which had been 
dumped 
there 
yesterday. 
Had 


he fallen onto 
the 
hard 
road 


bed 
he certainly 
would 
have 


been Instantly killed. His watch, 
which he carried in his left vest 
pocket, was found badly broken. The 
works, crystal and case was a mass of 
broken glass and metal. 


The track where 
the accident 


occurred is perfectly straight, and 
the swinging of the cars there would 
not be sufficient to throw a man from 
fats feet. Fiumaurice's arm seems to 
have been burned, as do also Frost's 
face and arm, but it is not known 
whether this was due to electricity 
or the fricUou causeu uy the wire be- 
ing drawn over the surface of the 
body.

There is a lively contest now on 


between the friends of the 
two 


asphalt companies who are lowest acd 
next lowest bidders on the west Mar- 
ket street paving job. 


The Columbia Construction Com- 


pany, of Syracuse. New York, is the 
lowest bidder, at ti 802-10 per square 
yard, and the Barber Asphalt Com- 
pany is the next, at 12 14 per square 
yard. The friends of the Barber 
people yesterday morning out in cir- 
culation a petition to the city council 
asking them to award tbe contract 
to that 
company 
at 
its bid 


of t2.14, notwithstanding the bid of 
the Columbia Construction Company 
to do tbe work at about 30 cents less 
per yard. They have received the 
signatures of persons representing 
about 4,000 feet of tbe frontage on 
the street. Meantime a counter pe- 
tition has to-day been placed in cir- 
culation asking tbe council to award 
tbe contract to the Columbia Con- 
struction Company at Its price of 
tl 80.2. The latter petition has a 
large number nf signers. As there 
are about 12,000 linear feet of front- 
age on tbe proposed improvement, 
neither side has yet obtained a ma- 
jority. The contest between the 
two parties is waged upon the rela- 
tive merits of the asphalt and the 
ability of the companies to maclpu* 
late tbe same. 


The Barber people use only tbe 


Trinidad pitch lake asphalt, which 
they get from tbe Island of Trinidad 
under a concession from Queen Vic- 
toria. They claim especial virtue 
for their material in that it Is a lake 
product as compared with that which 
they term "land asphalt." They 
claim that there is a greater number 
of miles of "pitch lake" asphalt used 
in streets ot the United States than 
of any other asphalt, and that their 
product is superior to any other, In 
that it contains lass extraneous mat- 
ter, and that put upon the surface of 
a street it will last longer. 


On the other hand, the Columbia 


Construction Company claim that 
their product la substantially the 
same as that of the Barber company. 
It, too, is brought from the Island of 
Trinidad under a lease from the 
Countess of Dundcnald, their terri- 
tory being about three-fourths of a 
mile from tbe "pitch lake" deposit of 
tbe Barber company. This company 
claims to be able to lay ss good a 
street as can be made by any com 
pany, and offer to surround their 
work 
with 
any 
bond 
that 


the people may demand—either a 
personal, lcca\ or a suiety company 
bnnfl — which will guarantee that 
their work will be superior in every 
respect. 
It will be a fight to a finish, and if 


an attempt is made to award the con 
tract to the Barber people a writ of 
mandamus will be applied for to com- 
pel the council to award the contract 
to the lowest bidder—the Columbia 
Construction Company.
